To those affected with what has been sup- 
posed to be an engorged condition of the liver, 
characterized by a dusky complexion, a coated 
tongue, a pasty, bad taste in the mouth, a capri- 
cious appetite and sluggish action of the bowels, 
with a sense of fullness in the head and of men- 
tal dullness, this water proves most valuable.

CUIBORD. 
THE LAW IN THE CASE. 

The decision of the Eoglish Privy Council in 
the case of Josepb Guibord, which has created 
so much excitement in Montreal, and attracted 
so much attention everywhere, is oue which can- 
not but prove interesting to a great many read- 
ers, and the salient points of it are consequent- 
ly laid before them. Tbe case,—an appeal to the 
Privy Council from the Court of Queen’s 
Bench for the Province of Quebec,—was 
argued by Messrs. Bonpas and Doutre for 
the ‘*‘ Institut Canadien,’’ and by Mesers. West- 
lake and Matthews for the Church. There were 
present Lord Selbourne, Sir James W. Colville, 
Sir Robert J. Phillimore, Sir Barnes Peacock, 
Sir Montague E. Smith, and Sir Robert P. Col- 
her. Sir Robert Phillimore delivered the opinion 
of the Couneil. 

A brief review of the facts in the case will 
make the decision of the Court more intelligible. 
doseph Guibord died at Montreal Nov. 18, 1969, 
His widow and representative, Hennette Brown. 
prosecuted the suit relating to his burial in the 
Canadian Couris until ber death on the 24th of 
Mareh, 1873. By her last will and testament 
she devised ler property to the 
** Tnetitut Canadien,” and i 
them her universal legatees. The etines * 
applied for and obtsined leave to continue the 
appeal which Guibord’s widow had beguh. ‘The 
suit was fora mandamus tothe Catholic eccle- 
siastical authorities of Montreal to bury the 
body of Joseph Guibordin the parochial ceme- 
tery of members of the Catholic Church at Mon- 
treal. The cemetery is divided into two parts, 
the smaller payt separated from the larger by a 
paling. Unbaptized persons, suicides, criminals 
who have died without being reconciled to-the 
Church, and others who have refused its last 
rites, are buried in the smaller The 
larger part contains tho rémains of Catn- 
olics who have died in good standing 
in the Church. Neither part of the Montreal 
cemetery is consecrated as a whole: It is cys- 
tomary to consecrate each grave separately in 
the larger part. The graves in the smaller part 
are never consecrated.

Bishop informed all whem it might concern 
that, if they persisted in keeping or reading the 
* Annuaire,” or remained in the Institut, they 
would be deprived of the Sacrament even on 
their death-bed. At a meeting of the 
‘“‘Tnstitut,” held om the 23d of September, 
1869, it was resolved that the objects of 
the Society were purely literary and scientific, 
and that it, as a society, held no doctrinal teach- 


teacking of all pernicious doctrine in general. 
Tt resolved also that the Catholic members of 
the ‘‘ Institut,” having heard the condemnation 
of the “ Annuaire” of 1868 by the Church an- 
thorities at Rome, were desirous of submitting 
to the decree, ‘These resolutions were foliowed 


by a letter of the Bighorn. dated Oct. 30, 1869, 
in which pe denounced the concessions of the 
“Tostitut ” as hypocritical. Among the reasons 
why the Bishop considered the concessions insuf- 
ficient was that the Society bad adopted a resolu- 
tiou “establishing in principle religious toleration 
which bas been the principgl cause of the con- 
demnation of the Instituf.” The letter again 
gave the members of the *‘ Institut” to under- 
stand that they would be refused the Sacrament 
even at death if they persisted in remaining in 
it. Guibora died suddenly Nov. 18, 1869, of an 
attack of paralysis, and on the 20th his widow 
requested the parish priest to bury his body in 
the cemetery. The parish priest answered that 
he had applied to the Administrator of the Dio- 
cese for instruction, and that the Bishop had di- 
rected him to refuse absolution to members of 
the Institut even to the last. He couid not, 
therefore, he said, permit ‘ecclesiastical burial ” 
to Jozeph Guibord, whereupon a writ of man- 
damus- issued, which, however, was no more 
than a.proceeding to show cause why a writ of 
mandamus should not issue. The defendants 
leaded that they had not refused to bury the 
dy, alleging that they were entitled to point 
out the place in the cemetery where Guibord 
should be baried, and that they were ready to 
give bim such burial eas under the rules of the 
Church he was entitled to receive ; that Guiboid 
bad not complied with the rules of the Charch 
or obeyed itsinjunctions, and that the defend- 
ants were the sole judges of how and where he 
should be buried in the cemetery. They pleaded 
also that civil courts are incompetent to question 
a decision of the ecclesiastical authorities on ec- 
ciesiastical matters, and could not inguire into 
the grounds upon which ecciesiastical buria! bad 
been refused to Guibord. They cited the 
decrees of the Council of Trent 
with régard to the Index, and con- 
concluded with the averment that, in conse- 
quence, Guibord was to be considered a 
* pecheur public ” (public simmer), and as such 
obnoxious to the cavonical penalt.es imposed by 
the Catholic mtual, among which was the priva- 
tion of sepulture, and that the Administrator of 
the Diocese, taking all the facta of his case into 
consideration, had decreed tbat Guibord should 
bé deprived of ecclesiastical buvial. The decis- 
ions of the inferiot courts from which an ap- 
peal was taken by the “Institut Canadien” to 
the English Privy Council are passed over. Sir 
Robert J. Philliumore introduces the decision of 
the main question in issue with the inquiry: 
‘* What isthe question here to be decided? It 
is the right of Guipord to interment in the ordina- 
ry way in the cemetery of his parish, a right en- 
forceable by his representatives.” The ques- 
tion was not so much one of burial as of burial 
in the larger part of the cemetery, the exclusion 
of the body from which, their Lordships remark- 
ed, “implies degradation, not to say infamy.” 
The question whetber ecclesiastical burial might 
not be forfeited in certain cases was not raised. 
It was only contended by appellants that such 
forfeiture was not incurred by Cuibord, and 
“ that, according to the law of the religious com- 
munity to which he belonged, he retained at the 
time of bis death his right to be buried in the 
larger portion of the cemetery in the usaal man- 
ner.” 
Their Lordsaips eonsidered such matters as 
baptism, marriage, and burial as matters partly 
civil aud partly ecclesiastical, and declared it 
incompetent fora Bishop to deprive a Catholic 
subject of any of these rights. “Ex mero 
motu.” Roman Catholics, however, mey be de- 
prived of ecclesiastical burial in places clearly 
provided for by the law of the Church, but in no 
other case. And courts of justice have a right 
and are bound to inquire whether such depriva- 
tion has been in accordance with the law and 
rules of discipline of the Romae Catholi¢ Church, 
and whether the seutence, if any, by which it is 
sought to be justified, was reguiarly pronounced, 
and by competent authority, 

Having laid down these principles, the Court 
cites the law of the Church on the question of 
sepulture from the Quebee ritual. The 
provisions of the ritual are, in substance, 
as follows: Ecclesiastical burial is to be 
refused: First, to ali who do not profess the 
Catholic religion, such as Jews, heretics, in- 
fidels, and apostates. Second, to children who 
die unbaptized. Third, to those who have been 
excommunicated by name, and who have shown 
no sigue of repentance. Fourth, to sticides. 
Fifth, to those killedin a duel. Sitth, to those 
who have not received the communion at Easter, 
unless penitent. Seventh, to those who bave 
led bad lives and refused to repent before death. 
Eighth, to public sinters, guch as fornicators, 
prostitutes, usurers, etc. 

The Privy Council say that the refusal of ec- 
clesiastical burial to Guibord is not justified by 
the first, second, fourth, fifth, or seventh of the 
above rules. He could not be brought within 
the third, because not excommunicated by 
name. ‘‘That such a sentence might be 
passed against a Roman Uatholic in 
Canada, aod that it might be 
the duty of the civil courte to respect and give 
effect to it, their Lordships do not deny.” ui- 
bord could vot be brought under the sixth rule, 
because he did not refuse to communicate at 
East’ . The Sacrament was refused to him be- 
cavee ‘\¢ remained a member of the “ Institut:” 
Moreover, it was noton that ground that ec- 
clesiastical burial was refused him in the first in- 
stance. 
The last cause of refusal to bury Guibord was 
that he was a “ public sinner.” Certaio classes 
of public sinners were enumeratod in the rules. 
Guibord could not be bronght within any of 
them, nor was he shown to be guilty of any of- 
fense ‘‘ejusdem generis ” as those specified. To 
nilow @ discretiopary addition, or an enlargement 
of the categories specified in the ritual, would 
be fraught with the most startling con- 
sequences. 
instance, the ‘ et cactera’ might be according to 
the exigency of the particular case, expanded so 
as to include within its bann any person being 
in habits of intimacy or conversing with a mem- 
ber of a literary society containing a prohibited 
book ; any person sending his son to a school in 
the brary of which there was such a book; go- 
ing toa shop where such books were sold; and 
many other instances might be added. More- 
over, the Index which already forbids Grotius, 
Pascal, Pothier, Thuanus, and Sismondi might 
be made to include all the writings of jurists 
and all legal reports of judgments supposed to 
be hostile to the Church of Rome: and the 
Roman Catholic lawyer might find it difficult to 
pursue the studies of his profession.”

But when 
a thing is shown to be, both by ite nature aad 
effeo's, an impoasivility in the natural order, ‘it 
would be blindness in @ Christian and Catbolic 
to deny its supernatural character any more than 
any otber well-autbenticated fact. The cruci- 
fixion and death of the humanity of our 
Lord was an natural occurrence 
such as took © in the persons of the two 
thieves, and in bundreds of other criminals exe- 
ented im Jerusalem ; but His resurrection after 
having laid for three days im & grave was an Im- 
possibility im the order of Nature, and therefore 
afforded the strongest possible proof that He 
was God. In this connection [ must say that 
the authoritative tribueai of the Church does 
not countenance deception. Not long ago there 
bappened a cage in California where a young git! 
was eaid to bave received the stigmata on her 
hands. She deceived two noted physicians; but 
the Archbishop had her shut up in a convent 
and closely watched, by which it was discovered 
that she the marks on herself. Equal- 
ly careful is the Oburch, in cases where extraor- 
dinary occurrences may be attributed to *‘dia- 
bolical agencies.” I agree witn No. 2, that a 
running after the supernatural is the result of 
ignorance. The betier educated a Oatholic 
is, and the more be knows of the intellectual 
grounds of his faith, the jess he requires the 
aid of such things. An inetence is given in 
the life of St. Louis of France. This pious but 
well-informed King refused to go into the chapel 
to see some marvelous occurrence, said to be 
taking place during mass, ‘‘ Let those go,” he 
said, ‘‘ who do not believe in the real presence ; 
I believe, and do not require any such aid to my 
faith.” This is the faith of the well-instructed 
Catholie, and sich, Ido not doubt, No. 2 pos- 
seeses. He, however, goes too far, and speaks 
too disparagingly of miracies in general. He 
also puts forward some views that are not ten- 
able even on broad Christian gi ounds. 

He says: ‘‘The miracles of past centuries 
may impress the ignérant, but will only awake 
smiles in the enlightened,” &c, Does he include 
the miracles wrought by our Lord and His 
Apostles? If not, ‘is he aware that 
there is a class of “enlightened” men 
who ridicule theese, as he does other 
miracles, and who use the same argument 
against them that he does against ‘those 
pseudo-miracles”? This passage is not easily 
understood when taken in connection with the 
one immediately following. He says: “Per- 
haps, in thé days when the Church had to deal 
with @ rude and uncaltivated people, it was nec- 
essary to call on the sid of the supernatural,” 
etc. Does he think that a manifestation of 
God's power, exercised to convert barbarians to 
the faith of Christ, is a fit subject of ridicule, or 
caleulated to ‘‘awake smilies in the enlight- 
ened”? I hardly thiok so; yet his words, as 
they stand, would seem to indicate that he did. 
As regards *‘ blind belief,” there are lots of “ en- 
hghtened” men who swallow all thé vagaries of 
scientists with as much avidity and want of 
jodgment as ignorant Catholics swallow mira- 
cles. I do neither, A thing, whesher patural 
or supernataral, must be proved before I be- 
lieve it, 

No. 2 thinks that if all that is claimed of 
Louise Lateau be true, it proves no supervatural 
interposition of Providence. Here 1 entirely 
disagree with him. It 1 no isolated case. There 
are many and well-authenticated instances of 
the saints of God’s Church who bore on their 
persons the marks of the passion of Christ, 
notably St. Francis of Assivsi. Granting that 
there is no deception practiced—to suppose that 
any natural cause whatever could produce these 
marks only on Friday, aud only on the hands, 
feet, side, and forehead, in exact imitation of 
Christ's passion, with other notable features un- 
necessary to mention, does not show a high de- 
gree of enlightenment. As regarde the utility 
of such miracles nowadays, it is oot for us to 
shackle the infinitude of God, or dictate to Him 
what He shal] do. The arguments used by No. 
2 againuet these miracies apply with equal force 
to those of our Lord and His Aposties. They 
have been ter by infidels in nearly the precise 
words used by him: ‘“ A species of supernatural 
juggiery quite unworthy of the Christiaa’s 
God.” Wiil he, then, say that they were wrougitt 
in vain? The whole plan of redemption was a 
disappointment to the ‘‘enlightened” of those 
days. A God lying as an infact on straw, and 
hanging a8 a crimioa] on @ Cross, was not very 
well caiculated to impress men as “‘ the One who 
rules the Heavens and holds creation in the hol- 
low of His hand.” No wonder, if we can believe 
the Bible, that there were ouly *“‘a few fools,” 
who ‘‘ wondered and adored.” 

I must pot be misunderstood as holding that 
these modern miracies are necessary to confirm 
Catholic faith, nor as believing ali the bumbug 
that may be palmed off on the public as 
genuine. But in the case of Louise Lateau 
lL see a particular fitness of euch a thing 
in these days of uobelief and scientific research, 
to show to an infidel and material World that 
there exists, side by side with the institutions of 
men, a religion, divine in its origin; sustained 
and upheld solely by the power that established 
it. One noted skeptic, a physician, has been 
converted ; others may follow. Is not, the

EPISCOPAL AND METHODIST UNION, 
SENTIMENT OF THE MOTHER CHURCH. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Cuicaao, Sept. 24.—Np editorial article of your 
paper has ever attracted more attention among 
Christian people than that on *‘ Methodism and 
Episcopalianism.”. You well put the inquiry, 
‘*Why should there be any separation between 
these two Churches ?” 

Are you informed of the action of the Episco- 
pal Church on the subject of Church unity? In 
1853 @ memorial was signed by many distin- 
guished presbyters of the Episcopal Church, 
and was presented to the House of Bishops at 
the session of the General Convention of this 
year. Several of the signers have since become 
Bishops. This memorial said: “In addition. to 
the prospect of the immediate good which would 
thus be opened, an important step would be 
taken towards the offecting a church unity in 
the Protestant Christendom of our land.” This 
memorial was referred to a commission ‘io take 
into consideration the subject thereof, receive 
farther communications, and report to the next 
General Convention, But four Bishops of the 
entire Synod voted against the reference, so cath- 
olic was this body. This Commission consisted 
of five Bishops, four of whom were of the High- 
Church school. It held one session at Hart- 
ford, Conv., one at Newport, R. 1... two at New 
York, and two at Philadelphia. A large number 


- of Diocesan Conventions passed resolutions, of 


which Rhode Island is a specimen, asserting : 
** We earnestly sympathize with the wish of the 
memorialists that the great catholic idea of the 
Church of Christ may be fully developed.” 

The Commission addressed a series of ques- 
tions to various clergymen within and without 
the Church, among which was this: “‘ Are any

in reference to this question. Her doctrines and 
forms of public worship are sufficiently general

as might well saiefy the general body of 


Christians.” ? 

The Commission made their report to the 
Genoral Conventioa of 1856, in which they de- 
clare that they have earnestly sought to devise 
some plan to heal these divisions; thet they re- 
joice in the sentiment of the Church as to 
Ohristian uvien, and of mmch of it as existing 
in the various religious bodies. They recom- 
mend an increase of charity, of dealing io 
with systems that may have demerits. re- 
pressinga spirit of selftaudation, by infusing 
into our worship, preaching, and policy more of 
the ancient and historical, and also of the popu- 
lar and practical, by more cordial manner to- 
wards ministers or all religions, by considering 
whether we cannot lessen canonical im- 
pediments in the way of ministers, and yet ye 
serve sullicient guarantees for soundness, and by 
fruitfulness in good works. The Committee 
closed with unanimously recommending the fol- 
lowing resolution : 

That to indicate the desire of this Church to pro- 
mote union among Christians, and as an organ of 
communication with different Christian bodies or in- 
dividuals who may deetre information or conference 
on the subject, it is expedient that five Bishops be 
elected by ballot at each General Convention as Com- 
missioners for the foregoing purpose, to be entitled 
the Commisrion on Chureh Unity. 

The House of Bishops adopted the report of 
the Commission, as follows : 

That in view of the desirableness of union among 


Christians, and as a pledge of willmgness te commu-. 


information tending tothat end, 
and in order to conference, if occasion or opportunity 
should oconr, this House will appoint by ballot a com- 
mittee of five Bishops as an organ of communication 
or conference with such Christian bodies or individu- 
als as may be desired to be entitled. 

There was no response from apy religious 
body to this tentative effort on the part of the 
Episcopal Church, and the Commission expired 
by the death of all the Bishops appointed as its 
mem bers. 

In 1867, the clergy of Newark and other places 
in New Jersey, representing every shade of 
opinion in the Oburch, from advanced Ritualism 
to the baidest Low Churchism, addressed a 
memorial to the General Conference of ithe 
Methodist Obarch, then meeting in this city. 
They said: x 

We heartily sympathize with the effort for the union 
of ali Christian people in one communion, We believe 
that, when there is a hearty desire among all Christian 
people for such union, means will be found to secure 
it. Wheat weneed,in our bumble opinion, is not at 
present a discussion of be mode of organic union be- 
tween the Methociet and Episcopal bx bat an 40- 
kro mt of ite im and appoint- 
ment of Commissioners by both bodieb to hear sug- 
gestions, receive communications, hold meetings for 
deliberation, and diseuss propositions until there is 
effectual and unanimous action, 

We respectfully ask your body, if consistent with 
te views of y, to appoint a commission of 

ops and gy to meet & similar commission to 
be appointed by our General Convention. A General 
Com mission is, one forthe purpose of promot- 
ing union among all Curistian people—has existed by 
appointment of our General Convention for years, 

There was not a clergyman of the Episcopal 
Church who refused to sign this memorial. They 
regarded a union between the Methodist and 
Episcopal Churches as that which must come 
first. They were aware of the fact that the 
Methodist body had preserved almost intact our 
forms (enjoining them “invariably to be used ”’) 
for administering baptism, celebrating the Lord's 
Supper, the bariai of the dead, and the dedica- 
tion of church edifices, and for conferring the 
three orders of the ministry, and had added 
thereto a substitute for confirmation, and had 
preserved the “‘ Articles of Keligion,” and had 
prescribed fasts on Fridays, and “ abstinence, 
and fasting every week,” and had enjoined sea- 
sons for special religious effort corresponding 
tothe season of Lent, and had préserved by 
tradition or otherwise thé very words.of many 
of our prayers, and had required *‘the Lord’s 
Prayer to be used on ali occasions of public wor- 
ship in concluding the first prayer, the congre- 
gation being exhorted to join in ite audible re 
tition,” and that the “ Doxology be sung at the 
conclusion of seach service, and the Apostolic 
benediction bevinvariably used in dismissing the 
congregation,” and had preserved the respon- 
sive system of our Church—ibe Psalms of David 
in many of their charches being responsively 
used, and their people, in their discipline, being 
“earnestly exhorted” “ eapecially to 
to the prayers of our ritual,” and had prescribed 
our lessons from Scripture for their congrega- 
tions, and obliged their preachers to publicly 
catechive their chiidrea ; and the signers further 
informed that many of our Methodist brethren 
anticipated, in the language of one of their most 
gitted orators and diyines, that “ the Methodist 

piscopal Chureh will yet provide a litirzy for 
her people to be ased in public worship by those 
local churches which may prefer to have a stated 
morniog and evening service ” ; the signers also 
recoliectiog that from the Methodists havé come 
directly or indirectly, perhaps, one-fourth of the 
clergy of the Church (eon of whom have been 
our most eminent and Conservative Bishops) ; 
and recollecting the history and origin of the 
Methodist societies in England and of the Meth- 
odist Chureh in America and with the 
Prayér-Book before them prepared by that 
eniment servant of Goi, the Saitit- 
ed Wesley; and the signers, moved 
only, as they believed, by the Spirit of im- 

ressed with the disgrace to Christendom the 

istracted_state of Christianity, and not confer- 
ring with flesh and blood, sénd their mémoriai 
to the General Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopa: Church. 

The Genera! Conference, influenced by the 
same Holy Spirit, nobly and promptly responded. 
The memorial was referred to 4 committee, 
which reported, after weeks of consideration, 
that they “respectfully recommend teat a com- 
mittee of seven be appointéd who shall consti- 
tate a Committee of Correspondence on Church 
Union, who shall repiy to the letters addrossed 
to this body on this subject, and shall carry on 
such other correspondence thereon as they may 
deem necessary, and report to the next session 
of the General Conference. 

This report was unanimously adopted, and the 
following eminent Christian gentlemen and cler- 
gymen appointed the Commission; yiz.: The 
Rev. John MeCilimtock. D. D.; the Rev. Daniel 
Sarr, D. D.; the Rev. Edward G. Andrews, D. 
D.; the Rev. J. Townley Crane, D. D.; the Rav. 
James Porter, D. D.; the Rev. John Lauahan. 
D. D.; and the Rev. W. lL. Harris, D. D. Tims

MR. BEECHER’S PRESENT POSITION. 
A CLEBGYMAN’S VIEW. 
° For the Chicago Tribune, 

We have waited a year for a condition of cir- 
cumstances which would permit criticism of some 
aspects of Mr. Beecher’s religious work, withont 
any appearance of personal disrespect. It that 
state of things has not yet come, it is bécause of 
facts which have no remedy, and for which none 
of us outside of the case are to blame. We are 
of those who have strenuously insisted that pre- 
vious character must be respected to the end, if 
proof of guilt is not forthcoming, and that judg- 
ment upon wrong appearances must be held back 
firmly, to give the accused his fuil 
place, both of private respect and of public labor. 
Bat we cannot think that Mr. Beecher’s friends 
reason weil, or that he carries himeelf as dis- 
creetly as his extraordinary situation renders 
desirable. Held guilty by the whole tore yval- 
gar portion of the world, who jndge him by 
themselves, and not acquitted, but held pre- 
sumably guilty, by no small portion of the more 
respectable and refined; while not a soul any- 
where can se¢ him witbout seeing also the shapes 
of foul darkness which will pot down to the 
imagination a8 long as any wrong appearances 
exist,—-Mr. Beecher should remember—as 
he evidently does not—that any promiscuous 
popular interest in seeing and hearing him must 
be, to no small extent, sensational and unsavory. 
He would consult the interest of clear moral 
demonstration of innocence if he kept as close- 
ly as possible to hig most regular and necessary 
duties, and for ali ele made himself a recluse, — 
not only avoiding all sensational contact mth 
the world, but foregoing even ordinary pleasures 
and interestea, to ilay bare the figure 
of his unspotted consecration to the pur- 
est spiritual things. Such a _ retirement 
from the common world, for example, 
as lends to the figure of John Henry Newman, 
the eminent Engjsh Catholic, an ascetic sancti- 
ty, would mightily help to incliné the seale of 
public judgment to a decisive verdict in Mfr. 
Beecher’s favor: It would especially serve him 
if he could subject himself, as any man well 
may, after even legs confessed error and fault, 
to a mvod of profound humility, contrition, setf- 
surrender, and self-devotion, until be can stand 
clear from ali those of self-confi- 
dence, self-agsertion, misguided confidences 
and enthusiasm, and sadly dieturbed and disor- 
dered emotion and imagination, which have 

peers him in eo doubtful a light. It would also 
ave been greatly to the advantage of ¢lear con- 
vietion everywhere of bis absolute innocence, if 
his studies of religion had taken the same direc- 
tion for the time, and led him clear ovex to that 
side of religious interest and experience which 
makes much of the closet and of the deep places of 
the inner life, and is remote from the moods and 
methods of our common work aud piay. The 
sacrifice which this would have involved of Mr.

HOUSEHOLD FURNITURE. 


THE DISPLAY AT THE ¥XPOsITION. 
Not less interesting than the galleries of pict- 


ures to the average visitor—and especially to the 
average Visitor's wife—is the exhibition of artis- 
tic furniture and house-fittings contained in the 
household art section, ‘‘ The object of this new 
department in the Exposition,” according to 
the original circular, ‘‘is to familiarize the 
public with the possibility of the apylica- 
tion. of fine art to things of every- 
day use, with the importance of honest and 
truthfal conetractiOn, and with the appropriate 
use of materials in the building, decorating, and 
furnishing of houses.” In this department, as 
in the picture show, the Fine Art Committee 
have seen the advantages of a sytematic ar- 
rangement, and severai of the half-dozen little 
rooms devoted to it are fully fitted for particular 
uses,—one for a bed-room, one for a library, and 
one for a dining-room. 


It is not known that this arrangement has 
ever been adopted before, in the exhibition ino 
Boston or eleewhere. A thorough catalogue, 


with a carefu! explanation of the various things 
éxhibited, would add greatly to the value of the 
exhibition, but the articles came in so late and 
so irregularly that the preparation of such a list 
was quite impossibie. 


It is necessary, therefore, to make stich ob- 


servation as is possibie from the public alley- 
ways upon Which the rooms open, arid 
this inspection answers very weil, as the 
labels have been’made large and piain, and the 
rooms are only 12 by 1534 feet square. To note 
the varions objecis collected here, and point out 
the lessons in good taste tobe drawn from them, 


would require a treatise as big as Eastlake’s or 


Dresser’s books, since all the principal subjects 
discussed by these authorities are heére ilitis- 


trated. But the more conspicuous objects can 
be seen without a guide, and the useful office is 
to pomt out the things that are likely to be over- 
looked. The subject of the 

TREATMENT OF FLOORS, 
for instance, is quite thoroughly illustrated, if it 
is seriously examined. Ordinary carpets are, of 


course, familiar to every housekeeper, and do 


not need to be exhibited. On the south end of 
the inclosure, outside, are some specimens of 
marquetry, or wood-flooring, which show one 
sound thing that can be done. This flooring is %& 
of an inch thick, of various woods, of light and 
dark color, laid in a grest variety of pat- 
terns, and 80 dovetailed and woven fo- 
gether that i is impdesible to  dis- 
place any piece of it without destroying 
the piece. The constructionof this flooring is 
well worth examining as an illustration of the 
part that machinery may be made fo play in 
modern artistic work—for ail this dovetailing 
and jointing is done by machinery, and cannot 
be Gone otherwise. The little checker-boards in 
the book-case are made by the same process. 
Tois flooring is Jaid in sections upon any floor, 
and fastened down. It is very handsome and 
quite éxpensive,—from 50 cents to $1 a square 
oot, according to the pattern. 

Foilowiag round the outside of the inclosure 
to near the northeast corner, another sort of 
wood-flooring will be found,—wood-carpeting it 
is called,—similar in appearance to the former 
wheu laid, but not eo thick nor so ind ssolubly 
fastened together, the pieces of wood being 
attached to canvas to keepthemin piace. This 
makes a genuine wood floor, and is less expen- 
sive than the former. Léss expensive still 
ia the method of faintin the floor 
iteelf, illustrated in the southeast room,— 
‘*the bed-room.” Here an ordinary pine floor, 
rather an inferior pine floor in fact, has beev 
painted round the edges with dull red and black 
16 @ Very simple pattern, and the whoie floor 
waehed with sheilac, the work being done by an 
ordinary house-painter, aed costing, perha 
#5 in all. The centre of the room ig occupi 
with a rug, which wotild cost probably some- 
thing more per yard than a Brussels carpet, per- 
haps $85 for this rug, and the whole floor-cover 
of the room reached an’ expense a fittle 
umier the price of a common Brussels 
carpet. In one of the other rooms tbere is 
no attempt at a painted border, simply a coat of 
shellac on the plain floor, with rugs, but the 
effect, though well enéugh, is not so good, and 
the eaving insignificant. One other means of 
coveripg @ floor is shown by the unglazed Min- 
ton tiles faid in the “Library,” a treatment 
proper for a vestibule or hall. 

IT COULD BE WISHED 
that there had been one room devoted to the 
most inexpensive kind of artistic fittings through- 
out, in order to show how much is feasible in 
this direction for people of moderate means. 
Tié remark that artistic furniture is no more 
expensive than ordinary furniture of the same 
class 18 subject to this limitation: that to the 
nest classes of domestic articies there is, and 
can no parallel in the productions of special 
design. Poor construstion and wholesale manu- 
factare d® not come within the sphere of house- 
hold art, the former never can, the latter has 
not yet. The mere expense of thorongh con- 
struction, careful morticve-and-tenon work, is one 
of the ebiefatems of eost in good articles, and 
must always raise the price o{ sound)y-construct- 
ed furniture, however piain, considerably 
above the cheapest class sold in the stores. 
The ordinary machine-made furniture therefore 
will always keep its og oe Bad enough in de- 
sign and poor enough in constriction it may be, 
but so exceedingly cheap that there is no Lees 
of displacing it articles of special design

The second ernment Commission ap- 
pointed by i Grant to examine and

The aerial ladder disaster in New York, a 
few days since, by which three firemen were 
instantly killed, is one of the results of acor- 
rupt ring operation. The jury of inquest 
upon these victims brought in the following 
verdict : 

We, the jury, find that the deceased men, WIrLt1M 
H. Nasu and others, came to their death by the break- 
ing of the aerial ladder while experimenting or practic- 
ing with it at Rutgers square, om the morning of the 
14th inst., and that the cause of the break was in con- 
sequence of the ladder being made of inferior wood 
end its construction faulty, and we emphatically cen- 
sure the Board of Fire Commiasioners for not submit- 
ting the latter to both a scientific and practical teat be- 
fore allowing them to be used by the Fire Department. 
And we unhesitatingly condemn the further use of 
these aerial ladders now owned by the city by our Fire 
Depsrtment. : 

These ladders were foisted’ upon the Fire 
Department of New York City at a large 
expense, through the operations of a ring 
and corruption-money. At the first practical 
' test one of them snaps like a reed and kills 
three men who were at work upon it. The 
disaster will prevent their further use in that 
city; but the results of it onght not to stop 
there. Some one should be held responsible 
for the murder of these men. 


THE FRIGHTFUL SPECTRE: SPECIE PAY- 
MENTS. 
The first thing that the average inflation- 


| ist wil) exclaim when specie payments are 
| proposed, is: 


“The thing is impossible ; 
there ain’t gold enough in the country; where 
are you going to get the gold to redeem the 
seven hyndred millions of currency and to 
pay all the debts, public and private, of the 
people &” and this nonsensical trash is re- 
peated after day in newspapers, and in 
letters men professing to understand 
finance and trade, and in speeches of men 
holding the high offices of Senators, Repre- 
sentatives, Governors,—and by aspirants 
even to the office of President. There are a 
score of men now advertising themselves for 
the Presidency by repeating the statement 
we have quoted, and other equally absurd 
nonsense. 

If specie payments were renewed, the need 
of gold in the transaction of business would 
not be materially imcreased. Gold is now 
only needed to pay customs-duties, balances 
in the foreigzf trgde, and interest on bonds 
held abroad. e import a given value of 
foreign goods, and pay for them with our 
own productions. If the latter fall short, wo 
balance the account with coin and bullion, 
which is as much a natural product of this 
country as is petroleum or coal. In several 
lines of production we have almost a monop- 
oly. We have cotton, tobacco, petroleum, 
breadstuffs, and provisions. These are among 
the necessities of life, and command a mar- 
ket always. Unfortunately, we have not yet 
seen the folly of prohibiting the exportation 
of our surplus manufactures by a high tariff, 
and are therefore deprived of the profit 
of that trade, and have to send for- 
ward the product of the gold and 
silver mines.to make ap the deficiency. 
} We have use, therefore, now for gold to pay 
these balances and foreign interest, and to pay 
duties on imports. The gold used to pay 
-duties is paid out again to meet interest on 
the debt, so the same amount of gold answers 
for both purposes. If specie payments were 
resumed, the amount of gold actually needed, 
if obtainable on demand, might be slightly 
increased to the extent of supplying some 
persons with afew coins to be carried as 
pocket-pieces, but not otherwise. The whole 
domestic business of ‘the country would be 
carried on as now in currency, and by checks 
and bills of exchange. Grain dealers coming 
to Chicago to purchase breadstuffs and pro- 
visions, instead of bringing coin, would bring 
sight drafts and bills of exchange on New 
York ; would deposit them in a Chicago bank, 
and pay for the purchases with checks on the 
bank. The drafts and bills of exchange would 
be forwarded to New York to the credit of the 
Chicago bank, to be drawn against in like 
manner to pay debts in New York. This 
whole transaction, though on a gold basis, 
would not require the handling or transfer of 
a single piece of coin. Multiply this trans- 
action indefinitély, and nearly the entire 
business of the country would be conducted 
without the actual transfer of coin. But 
every transaction then would have the same 
standard of value. Then a draft on New 
York would have the same value when pre- 
sented for payment as it had when drawn. 
Banks in Chicago now give gold drafts on 
New York and elsewhere. Any one in Chi- 
cago can get bank drafts payable in gold in 
New York, but the cost of these drafts vary 
every hour in the day. If we had specie 
payments, the cost of a draft payable in coin 
would be the same every day, and that, too, 
without the handling or transfer of coin. 

The inflation advocates assume that if spe- 
cie payments were resun.ed every man hav- 
ing currency would demand coinfor it. What 
is the man to do with his coin when he gets 
it? Where is the gain of drawing the gold ? 
He can't sell it except at par for paper. Ishe

now. For various purposes, if the green- 
backs were redeemable on demand for coin, 
they would be preferable to coin. They 
can be mailed, as coin cannot; they can 
be sent by express at nominal cost for trans-’ 
portation. All persons traveling would take 
greenbacks in place of coin, and money kept 
in.dwellings would be in paper, which can be 
held in small bulk and easily concealed, in 
preference to the heavy and somewhat bulky 
coin, 

The local purposes for which coin are 
needed are so few, and are of such an cXx- 
clusive business character, that ninety-nine- 
hundredths of it would be placed on deppsit 
in banks or elsewhere, while the greenbacks 
and the other paper currency would be as 
much the general medi of exchange as 
now. The aggregate amount of gold needed 
for all purposes would be but little, if any, 
greater, as there'is now in the country, 
and has been ever since the War, all the gold 
that is needed for business purposes. Specie 
resumption would scarcely increase its uses, .

We submit these facts, notorious to every 
man in the least conversant with the manner | 
in which the exchanges of the country are 
conducted and the trade and commerce car- 
ried on, as an answer to the bugaboo which 
ignorant statesmen, demagogue politicians, 
and bankrupt speculators raise up whenever 
specie: payments are mentioned. The terri- | 
ble phantom of suspending all business until 
a thousand millions of gold was collected, in 
order to resume specie payments, is of course 
the laughing stock of every informed man, 
and its presentation on all occasions by edit- 
ors and statesmen serves to show that even 
those elevated professions are not free from |

THE “JEFFS” AND THE ‘‘ PEOPLE.” 


The Jeffersonian Democratic Club of Chi- 
cago is in trouble. It is attempting to 
grapple with the most difficult problem of 
political science, and that is how to have 
honest primary elections. The Jeffersonian 
Club is Democratic, including in its confes- 
sion of faith all the great fundamental 
principles of the Republican party. It was 
organized for the purpose of cultivating pure 
Democracy. The Jeffs find that this com- 
munity, instead of being divided, as all other 
communities are, into two parties,—Demo- 
crats and Republicans,—have a Republican 
party on the one side and 2 sort of nondescript 
agglomeration of spoil-hunters on the other. 
This nondescript assemblage is composed in 
the proportion of seven parts Democrats and 
one part of such Republicans as have sought 
this alliance to get profitable offices. 
These ex-Republicans, like Buffalo Miiure 
and A. C. Hesmve, are willing to work with 
the Democrats’ in consideration of holding 
offices yielding from $40,000 to $60,000 for a 
term of two years, but they distinctly and 
emphatically declare that even at that price 
they spurn the disgr-ce of being called Dem- 
ocrats. They offer their contingent of hench- 
men to work with the seven-times-greater 
body of dyed-in-the-wool Democrats, but in- 
sist that there shall be no Democratic party 
in the matter,-and that the allies shall be 
called the ** Opposition,” whatever that may 
mean. 

This is especially irksome to the high- 
minded, intelligent, and respectable genile- 
men who are Jeffersonians and not candi- 
dates for office, and who are Democrats be- 
cause they believe in the Democratic party. 
Nevertheless, a majority even of the Jeffs are 
candidates for some office, and they are not 
disposed to quarrel with the comparatively 
few others who repudiate the Democratic 
party as a thing of evil and opprobrium. The 
result is that the Democratic Jeffersonians 
have to pocket the insult, have to fold up the 
Democratic flag and put it out of sight, and 
go into the campaign after the manner of 
Fatstare’s bummers. 

But a lingering sense of decency has in- 
duced a portion of the members to make a 
struggle upon the question of constituting 
the Nominating Convention. Shall the dele- 
gates be elected at primary meetings or oth- 
erwise ? Por this purpose Mr. Moran moved 
a series of resolutions offering the co-opera- 
tion of the Jeffersonians if the Opposition 
party would discard the election of delegates 
by primary meetings, and have them elected 
by ;mass meetings held simultaneously in 
each ward. Upon this there was a general 
and acrimonious debate. The rascality and 
dishonesty of the primary meetings were 
confessed, but it had to be conceded that 
they were ‘* Democratic.” The struggle be- 
tween decency and Democracy was a fierce 
one; and, it being conceded that they were 
irreconcilable, the Democracy had the greater 
number of advocates. Mr. Lz Moyrnz, who 
is an ex-Abolitionist, a Democrat, and a 
respectable man, was unwilling to go on rec- 
ord against honesty or Democracy, artfully 
suggested that the matter be referred for a 
conference (of whom ?). 

There are certain things in this matter 
which seemed to have been overlooked in the 
discussion. Mr. Moran, Mr. Mriier, and 
Mr. Doo.irriz, are supposed to be informed 
upon the question of ves rights. They 
know that there are several hundreds of per- 
sons who have adopted the business of sitting 
in nominating conventions as a profession. 
The fees of that profession are important in 
the domestic economy of the, members. 
Each of these delegates has to be paid,—not 
only the expenses of his election, but for his 
services in the Convention. This Convention 
has to nominate candidates for a long list of 
offices, conspicuous among which are County 
Treasurer, worth $25,000 a year for two 
years; City Treasurer, worth $20,000 a year 
for two years; Mayor, worth $4,000 certain, 
with patronage to the amount of $——.; 
five County Commissioners, with a good deal 
more than honest people suppose; with 
various others, ranging from $3,000 to $8,000 
balary & year, and incidentals and probabili- 
ties. Now, nominations for places like these 
are worth something, and for the lawyers of 
the Jeff Club to interfere and try to take the 
business of nominating these men out of the 
hands of the professional delegates is an un- 
kind attempt to break up a profitable busi- 
ness of long standing, and one sanctioned by 
unbroken usage.

These veter- 
ans were not willing to take the business of 
nominating canilidates out of the hands of 
the people. They know that the Cosmopoli- 
tans can carry all the primary meetings of 
all parties in Chicago ; and that any ticket

The last Russian victory has been the sub- 
jugation of Khokand. This Khanata, with 
Khiva, form the northern half of Turkestan. 
When Khiva, the westernmost, was first 
menaced, it was solemnly announced that the 
province was to be suffered to retain complete 
independence, and that the object of the Rus- 
sian advance was not military, but com- 
mercial and scientific. As soon as this 
smooth story had lulled English sus- 
picions, the Ozars troops promptly 
occupied Khiva, which forthwith became 
amere appendage of the Russian Empire. 
The same story, slightly altered in insignifi- 
cant detail, appiies to Khokand. The seizure 
of the latter brings Russia very near both 
Hindostan and China. Different spurs of the 
same mountain-chain protect the Punjaub on 
the south and Kashgar on the east. The 
Punjaub is one of the richest parts of Hin- 
dostan, of which it forms the northwest 
corner. Kashgar is a semi-independent 
State, lying between Khokand and 
China. Its ruler, the Ameer, has 
an Envoy at &8t. Petersburg pleading 
for non-interference, but the Ameer himself 
has been accused of hostility to Russia, and 
it is not probable that this pretext for inter- 
ference will be neglected. It is an admira- 
ble time to attack him, too, for he is engaged 
in a war with China, and has left his western 
frontier exposed for the sake of defending 
the eastern boundery. With Kashgar an- 
nexed, Russia would find herself face 
to face with China. Here she may well 
rest for a time. As the London Times 
puts it: “™ The Russians could afford to 
wait for the accidents which are always abun- 
dant in the far East.” They would be sure 
of arich trade with the Orient. They couldso 
strengthen their position by forts and rail- 
roads—aboye all, by fair dealing with their 
new subjecits—that they would be ready to 
take advantage Of England’s becoming in- 
volved ina war with some other Power by 
attacking Hindostan, or of some great revolt 
in China by pushing their armies into the 
heart of that vast Empire. ““It is a great game 
that the two Powers play, and every move in 
it is of interest. 


ART IN THE WEST. . 

It may safely be asserted that the two col- 
lections of paintings now on exhibition in 
Cincinnati and Chicago comprise the ma- 
jority of the best pictures now in this coun- 
try. In the Chicago gailery there are 858 
pictures, representing sbout 250 American 
artists and 10 foreign,—in fatt, almost every 
American artist of merit is represented. In 
this respect the exhibition is unique, and sur- 
passes anything that has ever been accom- 
plished before. The receipt of the elegant 
Cincinnati catalogue now gives us an oppor- 
tunity of knowing what the people of that 
city are enjoying in the way of art. The 
Cincinnati gallery has been collected with 
more regard to quality than quantity, and the 
admirable manner in which the catalogue has 
been compiled and indered (which, by the 
way, should furnish our Chicago catalogue- 
makers some valuable hints) gives the ontline 
of the gallery at a glance. There are 461 
paintings, representing 145 American and 142 
foreign artists; 324 engravings and etchings; 
and 277 objects of interest in the household- 
art collection. The Foreign Department is 
peculiarly rich, as may be inferred from the 
following names of some of the world’s 
greatest artists: ACHENBaca (ANDExAS), Bov- 
GEREAU, BukaLowi10z, Berane, Coomans, 
Conor, Dz Jononx, Dex’ Agua, Escosuna, 
Fortuny, Grevze, Herzve, Lampnav, Merer 
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ern sculptors; statuettes in silver, by 
Guiiemm; 8 fine sample of the 
Gobelin tapestry, executed by Vier in 
1755; terra-cotta busts, by Camprravx, 
the French seulptor; Sevres vases, 
painted by Vernz ; and numerous samples of 
the old Dutch, French, German, and Vene- 
tian art. In this department, as well as in 
engravings, prints, and etchings, of course 
Chicago can make no comparison. In oil- 
paintings Chicago has much the largest gal- 
lery,—in fact, almost double the number of 
works. No other, comparison, however, can 
be made, as the Ghicago gallery is an Ameri- 


mopolitan. The egcellence of the Ameri- 
can pictures in our gallery can bé offset 
by the rare excellence of the foreign dis- 
play made in Cincinnati. In one respect, 
however, the Chicago Art Committee may go 
to Cincinnati and learn their A B C’s—thai 
is, in catalogue-making. The Cincinnati cata- 
logue is as near perfection, both in printing 
and binding and compiling, classifying and 
indexing, as a catalogue can be. It is athing 
of beauty and a joy forever. The Chicago 
catalogue is neither. 

The two exhibitions speak well for the 
progress of art and thedevelopment of esthet- 
ic taste in the West, and afford such an op- 
portunity of studying American and foreign 
art, in its best representations, as is rarely 
offered. But there isa practical side to the

THE APPROACHING COUNTY ELECTION. 

The people of Chicago and Cook County 

must not forget that the local election in No- 
vember for city and county officers is of far 
greater importance to them than the State 
elections in Ohio and Pennsylvania, notwitb- 
standing the latter involve national issues. 
The issue of the local election is not the hind 
of money to be used, but the amount of mon- 
ey to be expended. It is an issue of tax-pay- 
ing. One-half the City Council and one- 
third the County Board ate to be: chosen. 
These bodies together expend six or seven 
millions of dollars a year for public purposes, 
which comes back on the people in the shape 
of taxes.. Thedifferonce between honest and 
competent men and dishonest and incompe- 
tent men in these Boards is a difference of 
many hundred thousand dollars every year, and 
a difference in the taxes of every individual 
property-owner in proportion to the amount 
he pays. Public wastefulness or public econ- 
omy, therefore, rests with the people; and 
the people sf Chicago and Cook County must 
care for their own interests at the approach- 
ing election, or suffer the consequences. 

Recent events have demonstrated that the 
Board of County Commissioners requires the 
special attention of the tax-payers. There is 
no longer any reasonable doubt that there is 
a desperate and corrupt ring in the present 
County Board, which was strengthened, if 
not created, at the last two elections. This 
ring may be broken if the five vacancies of 
this year be filled by good and true men; if 
not, the public may look upon the recent jobs 
and the present disreputable management of 
county institutions as but introductory to 
more glaring rascality and more costly steals. 

There are five County Commissioners to be 
elected, viz.: Two from the First District, 
which comprises the three divisions of the 
city, and three from the country towns. The 
retiring members from the city are Jonny H. 
Croves and Jonn Jonss, both South-Side 
men. The two vacancies will probably be 
conceded tothe South Division of the city by 
all parties, though there is nothing to pre- 
vent their selection from anywhere within 
the city limits. One of the retiring mem- 
bers—Mr. Joun H. Clover ould certain- 
ly be re-elected. We understand that he is 
very much disinclined to serve any longer, 
but this is an additional reason why he 
should be chosen. Thereis no man in the 
Board who has been more devoted to the pub- 
lic service than Mr. Ciovan, andevery motion, 
vote, and utterance of his has been in the di- 
rection of public economy and honesty. Such 
@ man cannot well be spared. As to the 
other vacancy from the South Division, the 
colored people seem to think that they have 
a claim upon it, and a gathering of that race 
have nominated one of their number in place 
of Joun Jones. Any aversion that may be 
felt to giving the colored people a continued 
representative on the Board will be greatly 
strengthened by pushing Jones off the track, 
and putting up some new and unknown ool- 
ored person. 

The vacancies in the country districts 
should also receive the special attention of 
the residents and tax-payers of those districts. 
CRAWFORD goes out, and the Towns of Ley- 
den, Proviso, Lyons, Cicero, Riverside, and 
Lake elect a man in his place. Rosset. 
goes out (and should stay out), and Lake 
View, Jefferson, Norwood Park, Niles, 
Evanston, New Trier, and Northfield 
fill the vacancy.

THE FOURTH NATIONAL. 

The closing of the Fourth National Bank 
in this city will not surprise those who are 
au courent in local finances. The bank has 
been in a weak condition ever since the panic 
of 1873. It was seriously crippled at that 
time, when Mr. R. E. Gooprt1i, a wealthy 
resident of Springfield, Il., came here and 
took hold of it, with the hope and intention 
of restoring it to soundness and of building up 
its business. The times have not been favor- 
able for such an undertaking; many of its 
bills receivable were made for money loaned 
to land speculators, and are secured by 
“outside lots,” which have shrunken in 
value, and are of slow sale. Banks 
doing this kind of business are apt to find 
themselves short of funds when they are 
needed. Last January the Fourth National's 
credit.was damaged, and rumors of its insta- 
bility came near forcing it to close at that 
time. This was avoided, but the temporary 
embarrassment proved another obstacle in 
the way of reviving the businessof the bank. 
Since then the policy of the bank has been 
to contract its business with a view to wint- 
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ing up and final retirement. The standing 


duced to $45,000, which will not only 
be redeemed in full, but leave a 
surplus for the bank out of the 
bonds. The deposit account probably does 
not exceed $150,000. It is usual, of course, 
whenever a bank fails to announce that the 
depositors will be paid in fall, and it is quite 
common this proves not to be true; but there 
is certainly good reason to believe that, with 
an honest liquidation, the Fourth National 
will be an exception to the rule, and pay off 
every dollar it owes. Probably a large part 
of its assets will prove to be bad, but the in- 
dividual fortunes of many of the stock- 
holders ought to guarantee full payment. 
Mr. Goopett has always enjoyed the reputa- 
tion of honesty and fairness, and we have no 
doubt that he will insist upon a full settle- 
ment of all claims against the bank. The 
closing of the bank will have no perceptible 
effect on general business. 

——Since writing the above we have con- 
versed with two of the officers of the defunct 
institution, who inform us that the ciaims of 
depositors amount to about $157,000, against 
which are offsets enough to reduce the 
amount to perhaps $120,000. The available 
assets of the bank, which can be converted 
into money in a short time, will pay of 
the depomtors and leave about $220,000 
of ‘slow paper,” secured by insolvent real 
estate, to be divided among the stockholders. 
There are only seventeen depositors whose 
claims exceed $1,000 each, while there are 
100 depositors to whom less than $100 each 
is due. The report that the bank owes City 
Treasurer O'Hara anything is untrue, he hav- 
ing checked out all the city account some 
time ago. Nor is it true that any 
county money is in the concern. 
The Town Collector, Mree Evans, kept 
some of his collections there last winter, but 
he withdrew all the money long ago. It thus 
appears that no creditor of the bank has lost 
or will lose anything, unless it be the stock- 
holders. The story that the bank owed the 
Chicago & Southern Railroad is not true. At 
the time it closed its doors it had no connec- 
tion or dealing with that road, as we are as-

“SWEET BRIER” ‘RETURNS TO THE ATTACK. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

JANESVILLE, Wis., Sopt. 5.—My letter of Ang. 
25 was nota “fancy sketch,” nor did I set 
down aught in malice, bat the simple truth, 
which I again reiterate,—that an $800 clerk can. 
not support a family in the same style 
that he lived in previous to wmarriage 
without going into debt. That. arti- 
cle was intended for Chicago readers, 
aod the rent at $300 a year is not high for your 
city; bat as my townsmen applied the case to 
themselves, I rise to explain that a servant girl 
costs as much here in Janesville, and that $312 
a year is the minimum. Of course; you can 
dress “shabby genteel” on $100 a year; our 
servant girls dress on that amount, but the 
average woman wears $200 worth, and many 
thrice thai sum. One silk dress will coat $60; a 
drap-de-ze sacque, $30; furs, $30 or $40; a 
wrap, $25 or $30, and soon. A man can dress 
as well on $200 a year as a woman on $600. Ex- 
copting house-rent, it costs as much to live bere 
as in Chicago. I have lived iu both places, and 
know whereof I speak. The statements made 
in my previous communication I am ready to 
demonstrate oa a biackboard, and verify by my 
cash account. Two times 2 make 4, though 
some people try to convince you tha: it makes 5. 
I asked a lady what her servant girl cost a year. 
She replied, $100. ‘‘How much do you pay her 
a week?” “Two dollars.” ** Who boards ber?” 
**Ob, I never-thought of that, but she does waste 
and break up things dreadfaily ; besides I know 
that she purloins tea and sugar; but then she is 
such a good washer apd ironer, I could not keep 
house without her.” There are very few house- 
keepers know how much their help actually costa 
them. It was after close observation and ma- 
tare deliberation on this subject of matmmony 
in all of its aspects, that 1 have come to the 
conclusion that, unless 2 man is willing to step 
down and out of good society, be cannot afford 
to marry while he is poor. I recommend to 
young men and young women the stady of po-

THAT *‘ ROISELESS PANIC.”

The Herald, in a recent sensational article on the 
condition of New York real estate, aseertéd that the 
bonds and mortgages held against it by financial in- 
stitutions amount to within « fraction of 5 per cent 
of the assessed .vyaluation of the city. Now, the as- 
seared valuation of real estate in New York County 
im 1874 was $#71,969,765; amd the Herald shows the 
amount of mortgages held by tse New York savings- 
ies to have been $195,- 
830,129; so that the proportion of mortgages to 
: value of property is only about 22 
Eee cent; which, though not a very. important 

ference, shows the disposition of the Herald writer 
to exaggerate the true astete of the case, The 
article ip question states that the assessed valuation is 
based on 60 per cent of the real value. This may be 
the case nominally; but oo one familiar with the as- 
sessment valuation on city property, aa a whole, wil 

retend that it exceeds 40 per cent of the actual value, 
follows, therefore, that an assessed valnation of 
$372,000,000 maeans a real value of $2,130,000,000; and 
$195,600,000 of mortgage on that amount gives an av- 
er. rate of mortgage on the real estate of this city 
of than 9 be cent. In this estimate, however, we 
are accepting (he Heraid’s assumption that the mort- 
gagés bh our financial institutions are wholly on 
city real estate. This is by nO means trae, & consider- 
able portion of the hypotuecated property being lo- 
cated in Brooklyn, or in suburban districts outside the 
county, Had tae Hereid informed ite readers that the 
mortgages on city property in the hands of the finan- 
cial institutions amount to about 74 per cent of their 
real value, it would have told them the truth as nearly 
as it can be approximated ; but evidently that was not 
the precise object of the writér

FINANCIAL. , 


The feature of the business of the week has been 
the demand from the country for loans—main!ly m the 
shape of r@iscount#, Too much of this has been at- 
tributed to the number of country merchants the 
country banks had to carry on sccount of the smali 
sales of produce, and the consequent siownesa of the 
fail trade. This is an element in the demand for re- 
discuueis, but a more important one is that farmers 
instead of seiling their corn at low rates have adopted 
the better policy of feeding it to boga, in order to sell 
it at a profit as pork, Todo this they mist buy large 
smounts of stock, and borrow the money 
necessary of the country Banks. Careful - in- 
quiry among their country correspondents by the 
banks here shows that this is the cause of + large 
part of the country demand for loans. This is an en- 
couraging state of affairs. Provisions are an article 
of Weatern export of increasing value and import- 
ance, 

The local loan market remains otherwise in & con- 
dition of greater quiét than usual et this season, The 
commercial business of the city is in a good condi- 
tion, and the offerings of commercial paper are of 
good quality, but they are not, as often remariged, sul- 
ficient in amount to keep the funds of the banks in 
employment. Manufacti.ring proper is in fair supply. 
Other classes of paper are in scant supply. 

Rates of discount are &@10 pex cent to regular cus- 
tomers; good outside borrowers, with satisfactory 
collaterals, can get accommodation at 6438 per cent. 

On the street, bDusinese is light, and good paper is 
scarce, Rates are 6@lé per cent. 

New York exchange is weak at 50c discount between 
banks for $1,000. 

The orders from the country for currency were not 
large. 

The clearings were $3,815,505.94 on Saturday, and 
$25,001,854,97 for the week; for the sorresponding 
week of last year they were $19,779,902.93, 

THE FOURTH NATIONAL BANE. 

The Fourth National Bank of this cily was caught 
yesterday in the Clearing-louse with an adverse 
It hes been rupning for 
some time with too small a proportion of 
cash means on hand, and has several 
times invoked the ald of its neighbors to sssist it in 
the payment of its balances, Its appeals for further 
help were unheeded this tinie, and when the hour ex- 
pired that is given the banks to mect tieir clearings- 
balances, the Directo?’ weré compelled to announce 
their suspension. 

The difficulties of the bank are of long standing, It 
was the fourth National Bank established in this city. 
Ben Lombard was its originator, and he speedily sold 
it to James H. Bowen and his party of real-estate op- 
erators. At thus t.me the stook was worth about 150. 
The bank then paeased Into the possession of ira 
Holmes, the “ Boss-Kindler ” of the Manafacturers’ 
National Bank. From this time on the bank lost cred- 
it and reputation rapidly, Ira Holmes passed it on to 
Frank Taylor snd his associates, and they 
sold: the control to Mr. EB. E. Goodell, At 
the time of the panic the Fourth was one 
of the few banka that thought ft necessaxy to suspend. 
It recovered from the effect of this mistake, and under 
its new management seemed likely to right itself per- 
mantly notwithstanding the large amcmnt of Sam 
Walker's paper and otber such truck it hed to carry. 
Av anfortunate occurence last January after the suse 
porsion of the Cook County National Bank burt it 
badly. A draft on its New York correspondent the 
Bank of New York for $350 reached that bank in ad- 
vance of a remitiance from the South against which 
it was drawn. Infidenced by rumors af trouble in 
Chicago caused by the Cook Geunty affain, the Brenk of 
New York refused to pay the draf, Although 
the draft. was at once. paid by telegraph, 
the mischief was done. The Bank Jost abous 
$100,000 deposits im 4 fortnight or so. Mr. George 
Taylor, formerly Oomptfoller of the city, and univer- 
sally respected in fmancial circles for his honesty and 
ability, assumed the management as Vice-President, 
but it became apparent that the bunk was past resusci- 
tation, The Directors then resolved to adopt the poi- 
icy of a gradual contraction“of their operations, and a 
liquidation of indebtedness, with a view to winding 
up. They were pursuing this course when caught 
yesterday by the unusually heavy balance against 
them, and compelled to suspend sooner than they fad 
expecied, 

The condition of the Bank is not bad, and there is 
every reason to believe that it will pay its depositors 
im fall, This is always said in such cases, but there is 
every reason to believe it in this instance, The Bank 
has reduced its deposits considerably. At the time of 
the statement of last June, they were $224,404.44. At 
the time of closing the doors they had been brought 
down to about $176,000 at the outside. The hills re- 
cdivable are about $300,000; a very large part of this 
is confessedly suspended or very slow paper, not less 
probably than $150,000, The deposits are partly nomi- 
nal, The bank had accounts with the City, County, 
and Town Treasurers, and theso deposits and some 
others wete protected fully, and in such a way that 
the liability of the bank to depositors is stated by its 
officers at about $120,000. Lis bonds to secure 
circulation will yield, in premiums, interest 
due, and the margin of 10 per cent over cir- 
culation, about $20,000, This will pay $20,000 
of deposits and will ‘eave about §100,000 of 
deporite to be peid out of the bills receivable, These 
will need something, and the deficiency, if any there 
be, will fall upon. the stockholders, Abont $50,000 or 
$60,000 of the stock ia held East, The principal stock- 
holders in Chicago ate N. 8. Bouton, R. E. Goodell, 
Dante! Bogle, George Taylor, and B. V. Page. These 
are men of substantial means, amd by the National 
Bank act are liable for an amount equal to their stock. 

The situation of the Fotrth National Bank has been 
well known for a long time. It has been understood, 
virtually, to have been suspended with open doors for 
six months. Iss failure has absolutely no general 
financial significance, and will create no stir. Unlike 
the managers of the Cook County National Bank, 
those of the Fourth have the respect and confidence 
of the comunupity, and the mistakes they haye made 
cast no shadow upon their integrity. It is recog- 
nized that they were engaged in an atten:pt to liqui- 
date the affairs of the bank bonestly. The suspen- 
sion they sseant to make gredual hasbeen precipitated 
upon them, It might have been beetter not to have 
had it so, but, after ail, as far as the public is conoern- 
ed, itis no calamity to have the bauk ont of the way.

The failure of Drake & Colby entails losses on sev- 
eral bankers, but the principal buyers of late of these 
bills were two of the first four mames, and they, of 
course, are superabundantly able to take any losses 
resulting from their purchases; in fact, these losses, 
as the bills were documentary, = ste oe 
simply by the depreciation in the market e 
wheat, etc., which the documents covered, added to 
the usual charges for turning this produce into cash 
in the foreign markets, This failure was not unex- 
pected, and we heard the name mentioned at least two 
weeks ago, and not by those who desired to injure the 
firm. The fact was, it had been apparent that the firm 
had gone into wheat, freights, ete, to a degree not 
considered pradent, and that in a general way the 
firm had for a long time been doing a larger business 
than its capital warranted .— 2rehange,

OUR NATIVE DRAMA. 
The war over our native drama has broken ont 
afresh in New York, and is being waged with'a 
wealth of adjectives worthy of a more splendid 
cause. The immediate provocation to hostilities 
was furnistted by Mr. Florence’s new play, *‘ The 
Mighty Dollar,” which is froin the pen of a Bos- 
ton journalist. The critics damned the piay the 
first night; then #@namber of them modified 
their opinion; and still more recently ome have 
found it im their hearts to praise it quite unre- 
servedly. Mr. William Stuart, manager of the 
Park Thédtte, aba Mr. Florence himself, have 
taken serious offense at the treatment they have 


received fromm the presse. Mr. Stuart is an old 
dramatic critic himself, and be may fair- 
ly claim to understand the customs of 
the guild. He charges that a regular ring

THEATRICAL EXTERPRISE IN TUE SOUTH. 

The proposed establishment of expensive stock 
companies in various cities of the South does not 
receive r2uch encouragement from the press of 
that section. The Nashville American has 
changed its views as to the relative merits of the 
stock and star systems. It believes now that 
good stock companies cannot be maintained in 
the provinces, except at important centres of 
travel and on the lime of crowded ways. 
“1¢ is the transient rather than the | public 
which is requisite to keep the macagorial ex- 
chequer at a healthy baiance on the ledger, and 
the manager himseif ont of the bankrupt court. 
We are convinced thai in cities with a local popu- 
lation under 75,000, in the Southern coua- 
try, the starring system is the only one that 
can be remuneratively operated.” Tha American 
continues: ‘**lt is true, howover, that theairi- 
csi enterprise will be more extensively worked 
in the South than uenal this year. ‘here have 
been abundant crops, andthe business outiook 
1 imech improved. We observe that in many 
Southern cities old Thespian temples are being 
overhauled where new ones are not in course of 
constraction.” 

OUR BOYS. 

H.J. Byron’s new play, bearing the above title, 
seems to have won 4 legitimate success. It is 
being produced simultaneously at the Fifth 
Avenue Theatre, New York ; the Chestnut Thea- 
tre, Philade!phia, and the Globe Theatre, Bos- 


ton. The critics generally speak of ft in com- 
mendatory terms. One of them describes ii as 
follows: 


It introduces ten persons, and it tells en ordinary 
and perfectly perspicuous love-story, of the prevent 
time. Like ali of the best plays that exist, it es the 
spectator into its confidence, and lays no stress upon 
myetification snd eurprises, The boys are the son of 
a Baronet and the son ef a rich, retired tradesman. 
The Baronet is of fine quality in temperament and 
fibre, The tradesman is coarse. Both are good in 
heart and excellent fn principle. The sons prove to 
be both gentiomen—with the riight distinction, that 
the butterman’s boy is rather finer than the boy of the 
aristocrat, These boys comve inte collision with their 
fathers, on the question of :warriage, and 80 get disin- 
herited ; and then, in a desperate siruggie with pov- 
erty, they endure privation end hardship, till at last 
their sires relent, their sweethesrts, and the elderly 
aunt of one of them, come to their rescwe, and they 
are reinstated in hame, pogitionm, and happiness. Both 
laughter and tears are a med in the showing of 
this, and there is moral enough for those who want it. 
Fathers who;have systems of bringing up children 
may learn from this piece how Jittle is the power of 
sysiems when opposed to the power of the passions 
and the currents of character. 

THEATLE LITIGATION, 

Tho dramatic lawsuits in Naw York have been 
happily disposed of. Daly has been secured in 
in his title to ‘‘Onr Boys,” as against Wallack ; 
Sheridan Shook and Palmer bave obtained an 
injunction forbidding Daly to bring ont * Rose 
Michel;" and an injunction has been granted 
in favor of the Kiralfy Brothers againat any and 
every one who interferes with Xhem in the per- 
formance known as ‘‘Aroand the World in 
Fiebty Days.” In connection with these decis- 
ious the New York World says: “it is not uo- 
interesting for managers to know that hotwith- 
standing the absence of an international copy- 
right, they cau hereafter protect themselves by 
purchasing their plays in mannweript of the 
foreign author.” lnterest of this kind may be 
premature, the issue mot having been finaliy 
settled by the courts of iast resori.

THE INDIANOLA HORROR. 


Full.Particulars ot 


the Frightfal 


Narrative of an Eye-Witness to the 
Harrowing 


The Falling Houses, Roaring Waters, and 
Drowning People, 


Sept, 

We are indebted to Mr. W. D. Kelly, who was 
in Indianola during the late storm, for the fol- 
lowing particulars concerning the disaster: — 

Iieft Indianola Monday last, at 2 p. m., where 
I had been during the gale. From my point of 
view, the following was what I saw: 

Wednesday afternoon, the 15th, was a cloudy 
day with a pleasant breeze blowing and the sky 
gave no token of the approach of high wind. The 
citizens pursued their avocations, little heeding 
the dire dieaster awaiting them. The sun set in 
a leaden-coiored cloud and darkness of the most 
intense kind followed. After nightfall), the wind 
increased from the northeast and the swell in the 
bay became higher, and by daylight Thursday 
it was blowing about 25 miles an hour. 
This, however, occasioned no alarm in the town 
until the news was generally , circulated that the 
water had encroached on the front and was 1 
foot deep in the streets nearest the bey. 

As the news spread the citizens seemed to ap- 
preciate a further rise, for many of the mer- 
chants commenced to carry their goods up to 
the second floor, and to take other precaution-

THE FOURTH NATIONAL. 


A Long-Expected Suspension 
Finally Comes. 


Mr, Goodell Says the Depositors Will Be 
Paid Every Dollar—No Publio 
Moneys Lost. 


When the Clearing-House balances were 
etruck yesterday, about $25,000 was footed up 
against the Fourth National Bank, which con- 
cern, being unable to pay that amount, suspend- 
ed at 12:30 p.m. Ordinarily, the suspension of 
a National Bank would have created somewhat 
of an excitement in business circles. But for 
some time past it has been well known among 
bankers here that the Fourth National had prac- 
tically, since the panic, been in liquidation, and 
the suspension was not unexpected, though it 
had been believed by many that the managers 
would succeed in winding up ite affairs without 
being forced to close the doors of the concern. 
Its deposits, however, have been slowly but 
steadily diminishing, while its assets were 
shrinking, and the prospect of realis 
ing on 0Obills receivable was growin 
worse was also no secret among bankers of the 
city generally. The suspension, therefore, was fol- 
lowed by no particular uneasiness in the money mar- 
ket, the heaviest balance due any private depomtor in 
the city being less than $5,000,—and, in fact, the an- 
nouncement that the bank had closed its doors scarce 
created a perceptible rippie on the street yesterday. 

To a Tarsune reporter who applied to him yeeter- 
day afternoon for a statementof the condition of the 
affairs of the bank, and of the causes that led to the 


suspension, 
MR R. E. GOODELL, 
the President, said : The banx bas been embarrassed 
since I took the Presidency, in January, 1874. I took 
hold with the Lope of fetching it out; but 
six months after I assumed the Presidency 
matters looked worse than at the beginning. I found 
that I could not advise my friends to put money into 
t, and, though I might have succeeded in having the 
stock doubled had I tried, I did not feel warranted in 
so doing, and for some time past have been endeavor- 
ing to gradually liquidate its liabilities. At the settle- 
ment at the Clearing-House to-day we found very un- 
expectedly a balance of about $25,000 against us. Had 
I learned of it thirty minutes earlier I think there 
would have been no trouble in providing for it. But 
I bad only a few minutes’ notice, and there was not 
then enough left in which to make such exhibit of 
our affsirs to any of the other banks as 
they required before extending accommodation 
us, and, while the bank to which we 

applied for help were considtring the matter, the 

earing-House closed, Our line of deposit has been 
redu until now it is less, all told, than §150,000, 
every dollar of which will be paid. Our bills receiva- 
ble amount to about $300,000; and our other assets 
amount to about $50,000, including about $20,000 due us 
from the Government, on surrender of our circulation, 
of which there is now outstanding but about $465,090, 
The stockholders will the only losers; and, if they 
take time to realize wpon the assets instead of sacri- 
ficing them, they will get dollar for dollar. There has 
been no run upon us, but we have ever since the panic 
been carrying paper secured by mortgages on real 
estate, on which we have been unable to realize, We 
had about $66,000 of

secured by mortgage, and which is better secured now 
than originally, and while it was believed Walker 
would come out we counted on it as available. We 
had but eighteen deposit accounts averaging over 
$2,000, and the largest of these is less than $5,000.

Facts Concerning His Early Life 
---Programme of the Faneral 
Services.

Meeting of His Fellow-Cilizens of the 
Third Ward, 


The death of George W. Gage, Friday even- 
ing laat, after a very brief illness,’ was a sur- 
prise to the great body of our citizens. Occu- 
pying, as he did, a conspicnous position for 
many years, the event deserves more than a 
passing notice. Mr. Gage was born in Pelham, 
N. H., March 9, 1812, and received a New En- 
gland common school education. He commenced 
business for himself in Lowell, Mass., as a ma- 
chinist He began bis botei life at Methuen, 
Mass. Thence he went to the Merrimack House, 
Lowell; then to Wild’s Hotel, Elm street, Bos- 
ton. During these years he so commend- 
ed himself to the esteem and good 
will of his associates and acquaint- 
ances, that when he took possession of the 
City Hotel, in Boston, as proprietor, he had the 
good wishes of the public, and became a very 
popular landlord. He came to Chicago early in 
1853, when the city numbered only about one- 
eighth of its present population, and in company 
with his brother, David A. Gage, made the Tre- 
mont House the most popular and successfal 
hotel in the West, until he transferred his inter- 
est and supervision to the Sherman House, which 
was larger and Became more widely-celebrat- 
ed, and remained there till the Great Fire in 
1871. After that calamity, in unison with 
our most prominent and public spirited 
citizens, he at once began the work of 
rebuildiog Chicago, and no one has more faith- 
fally done his part in the work of restoration. 
Always publie-spirited and ready to aid in pro- 
moting all feasible plans for public improvement, 
alw ays ready to help and not hinder private en- 
terprise, with a hand o to charity and good 
works, be will be mi as few men have been 
missed in the City of Chicago. But it is not 
merely a8 a man of business that be should be 
spoken of. As & mar, as a friend, as a 
citizen, he was not only rithout re- 
proach, but enjoyed, in a singular degree, the 
confidence and esteem of his fellow-citizens. 
As husband, father, and brother, he discharged 
bis duties with a faithfulness, tenderness, and 
abounding affection which must make his mem- 
ory more dear to them and his loss more deeply 
felt. He leaves a wife and six ch:ldren—two 
soos and four danughters—to mourn his death 
and remember his virtues. 

The older citizens, who best knew the man. 
best appreciate his worth. The sympathy of all 
classes for his family, in their deep afiliction, is 
deep and universal, and is a tribute honorable to 
the memory of the man, and gtatefni to surviv- 
ing friends.

DRE. J. ADAMS ALLEN ON THE RITE OF MEMPHIS. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune ; 

Cuicaao, Sept. 23.—In the last Sunday issue 
of fuz Trisune I finda communication signed 
‘* Ohiris,” dated Sept. 17, with comments by the 
editor, and my name involved in connection 
with the so-called “* Rite of Memphis.” 

A few words will dispose of the whole matter, 
so far as I know anything of it. 

While sitting in my office several years ago 
I was surprised by the advent of several dis- 
tinguished Masonic gentiemen, who requested 
me to visit the (then) *:Temple ” and receive

Thoroughly confiding in these gentlemen, I ac- 
cepted the invitation. Hinc ile lackryme. 
Having been assiduously and devotedly en- 
gaged in Masonic work for many years, I had 
steadfastly declined, since my arrival in-the city 


in 1659, all official Masonic position. The high 
character aud Masonic ‘enter of the gentle- 
men I found at ithe Temple for the moment 
swayed my previously formed determination. 
I was s victim of confidence. The inner history 
of that movement I afterwards learned.

THE STEWART INQUEST, ° 
A SINGULAR VERDICT. 

The inquest on the remains of Nellie Hawkins, alias 
Maud Stewart, who was shot Wednesday morning at 
No. 58 West Madison street, was concluded by Deputy- 
Coroner McGirr yesterday, The first witness sworn 


was 


DR. H. A. PHILLIPS, 
who'sttended the girl after she was shot. Ile testified: 
I saw the deceased at 6or 7 o’clock. She then said, 
“J was standing at the door [leading from the bar- 
room into the bed-room], ‘ Mac’ was standing at the 
bed. He raised a pistol and said; ‘I’m going to 
ehoot you,’ and the pistol went off; I first 
saw her at 3 o’clock in the morning. . She was then 
considerably under the influence of liquor, At 7 
o’clock she had sobered off somewhat, though she was 
still under the influence of liquor; but I think she 
knew what she was saying. Subsequently she stated 
to me that the shooting was accidental, This was 
when she had been removed to her room, 
OFFICER BIGLFR
